going to be beneficial and production for you? how is it going to benefit 
them? (thing in terms of less fighting) 

secondly, explain clearly that you want a good education instead of that 
crappy indoctrinating excuse for one offered through compulsory 
schooling, smile a lot, don't talk down to them, and act like you would be 
doing them a favor, cause you really are! it might be helpful to write out 
a plan of what you're going to "study" and how you're going to go about it. 
it makes them feel more secure when they know you're not going to be 
laying in bed all day watching mtv looking at pom with your boys and 
smokin' bud, we both know life is better than that. 

any how, it may take a while (years, even) to convince them, but if you're 
determined, it will work out. it took me over a year to get my parents to 
let me out of school, i went through a lot of fighting and hard bullshit, but i 
don't regret it. 

sometimes, you may have to accept a half-way point, like fungus here 
who promised he would go to college right afterwards, you may have to 
settle for only part-time schooling rf you parents are stingy. 

in short, don't give up. the world is too magical of a place, remember 
that many people approve of what you're doing, and if you don't have that 
support at the right time, then write to po box 2624, portland, or 
97208-2624, and i shall have mercy and spread encouragement upon 
thee!

with free speech ("expression or communication of facts or info, in 
written or in spoken form"), you might actually wonder what rights you 
have to speak out. along with your rights to protest, you have other 
rights when it comes down to school, students of compulsory school 
are often stripped of basic constitutional rights, but this is what you do 
have on your side. 

there are other sources that might be worth a look, but here's my 
condensed version, check out "the student's guide to protesting" for 
more on that subject, it also gives a quick review on what the first few 
amendments may do for you. it's availible from deathrnetalmilitia (listed 
in the back in the distro list), note: a lot of my stuff is cited from 
resources that cover California law. each state may differ, except for 
most of the info in the first section. 
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here we go 

the school facility is not traditionally a public forum, students, and 
staff don't automatically have the legal right to speech activities, 
but they are covered by the first amendment, basically, unless 
they interfere with schoolwork, etc.. they are entitled to their free 
speech activities which are not sponsored by the school. 

you have the right to distribute leaflets, and other info before or 
after school is out. they may impose other time restrictions if you 
decide to distribute your info at any other time (i.e., between 
classes, or during lunch), also, you or the conspirator of this may 
remain anonymous, just a little something to keep in mind. 



picketing ("single person, or group standing, or walking near a 
specific location as a means of communication of a particular 
issue/viewpoint") is subject to regulations of time, place, and 
manner, due to the fact that picketing is comprised of speech and 
conduct (the viewpoints, along with the capacity for obstruction), 
there are limits involved, the number of people involved maybe 
also be restricted without being in violation with the constitution, 
but not because of the issue, also, distance restrictions may be 
applied if the picketers are interfering in any previous, or ongoing 
events, if there is a need, and if it isn't excessive, then the 
distance restrictions can be imposed.

signs and posters are covered by the constitution and is 
considered a traditional means of communication, the most 
protection is granted when the sign is being held, and not left 
unattended, as quoted from the handbook, "like other speech 
activities, legitimate regulation of display of signs and posters are 
based on time, place, and manner.' 

basically, you have your liberties, but if they get in the way of the 
state in any way, you'll be stopped. 

the unconventional aspects of things will always be there for you. 
strikes, walkouts, sabotage, etc.. walkouts, and sick outs would be 
good if you could get it all together, since school's make money off 

attendance, this could hit them hard if you had the collective effort, it 
all on solidarity. 

other than your free speech rights, you have other rights as well, i'm not 
sure what to call these, but here we go again. 

as for student discipline, you're allowed to only serve fifteen 
minutes of detention beyond the normal school day before yourj 
parents have to be notified, keep in mind, you may not be 
detained for more than one hour total. 
if you happen to be facing suspension, you have the right to a 
conference, and a hearing for expulsion, in the case of explusion, you | 
may appeal at the county board of education, info above cited from 
c-beyond's "know your rights" mini guide, i don't have theaddr 
hand, but we have them availible at the drop out office. 

you may be"searched if there is a "reasonable and individualized 
suspicion." they can't be excessively intrusive nor can they 
search anywhere other than the place they could reasonably find 
what they are looking for. strip searches are illegal, in the cased 
a random search, they must have "individualized suspicion (you 
must be suspect to breaking the rule yourself), and as always, 
they can use anything found illegally against you. 

also, in the name of animal liberation, calrfomian's also have the 
right to refuse to dissect, harm, or kill animals, and this applies to 
students from kindergarten to high school, you have the right to 
participate in an alternative project i possible, each teacher must 
inform students of these rights, and the students can't be 
penalized for choosing not to dissect.

in the middle of 10th grade i dropped out of school, the rest of that year i was out, doing things like 
cooking broccoli and cleaning house for my parents, i never really did "unschooling' tike i had 
thought i would, it was that euphoric feeling of being able to do whatever i wanted, after reading 
the teenage liberation handbook and other inspiring materials, it didn't work out that way though, i 
just got really depressed and sat at home, my parents were mad. i claimed it was a 4 month 
vacation, then summer came and went for reals. 

fait came, and i did independent studies through el sereno. i hated that it was like the worst parts 
of normal school boiled down into, well, into something really bad. like busy work and textbooks, 
from there i went back to 1 1th grade at the sacramento waldorf school, promising my parents that i 
would get good grades and finish high school, i didn't, for the first few months, i did well, then i 
just stopped, i kept going to school through the end of the year, but i stopped doing all homework 
and essays and main lesson books and shit, i had no real explanation for it but i approached my 
teachers and tried to come up with one. i said that i just didn't believe in it, which was true, i felt 
like somehow i had risen above doing any work at ali, i didn't feel like i needed my teachers' 
approval of my work, they were baffled, because i was actively participating in class, and was 
genuinely interested in what was being taught. 



so that year ended with the knowledge that i wasn't going to go back to school for my senior year, 
summer came, and i moved out of my mom's house in sacramento to my dad's house in guinda. 
guinda has a population of about 100. it has just the necessities; two general stores (to keep 
prices down), a post office, a bar, and a church, the town is in capay valley, which is west of 
woodland in the coastal range, ifs a mile wide valley about 30 miles long, with a few 'towns* along 
highway 16 which is the only road that goes through it, winding alongside cache creek, i moved 
there so i could do some farming. 



i got a job at full belly farm, a 200 acre organic farm, i loved it there, they made me pack tomatoes 
in the 1 05 degree heat of summer, but it was blissful in its own way. very zen. i also did some 
work for my dad, who has 10 acres of walnuts and oranges, he used to own the kiwi orchard 
across road 42, but sold it and some other almonds awhile ago. i learned how to drive the tractor, 
and did mowing in the orchards, i like tractors, at full belly i also did other things, i worked in the 
shop for the most part, which meant packing, sorting, and cleaning all the crops that were being 
harvested by the crew, i learned how the orders from different stores were organized, and all that 
good stuff. 



summer passed by, and my role at the farm changed, i worked there on and off until last february. 
i ended up teaching art lessons to the kids there, and hanging out with them, and running errands, 
and other things like that, it was amazingly fun. we would go down to the river and play in the 
sand, and have mud ball fights, after the big freeze, we would take shirtJuls of frozen oranges 
down to the cliffs at my dad's, and throw them in the creek, so there would be these orange spots 
floating down in the current after all that i moved back to my moms, and the rest is history.

The consumenst philosophy is what drives preppness Every last detail of the prep's 
programming is rooted m consumerism 

Consumerism is the result of an economic theory in which the only thing that matters is 
the infinite and exponential increase in economic output, or in their words economic 
growth 

In order for this exponential economic growth to occur, you have to get people to buy 
things It was once possible to live your whole life without buying a whole lot of commodi- 
ties. In fact it's still possible-- the Unabomber did it. spending no more than S3CX3 a year 
and that was just to pay for bomb-making materials But the norm is consumerism in 
which you live m a market economy where everything you need to survive is a consumer 
product that costs money, thereby guaranteeing that either someone will get rich, or even/ 
one will die But even that isn't enough because corporations have to make more money 
each year than they did !he previous year and this is measured as a percentage A cor- 
poration ts said to be doing not so well if it only grew by 1% last year which means eco- 
nomic growth is expected to always be speeding up One of the tricks that has been 
devised to fuel economic growth is the construction of goods that break down quickly 
Most cars are like this This way consumers have to keep buying the same things over 
and over agam 

But even that trick won't make consumerism work forever Consumensm is based on the 
notion that there are an infinite amount of natural resources on this planet According to 
the consumenst theory there will always be enough steel to build twice as many cars as 
were built last year enough land on which to put twice as many roads as were built last 
year enough oil to make twice as much plastic as was made last year, ana enougn space 
in which to put all the people that will have to be around to buy it all 

The resull of consumerism has been wars, poverty and a global monoculture 
(preppiness) In areas where consumerism has only recently been introduced such as in 
some Third World countries the result has teen chaos People who once were able to 
take care of themselves find themselves competing in a market economy in order to sur- 



But preppy branding is not the only thing that is driven by consumerism Preppy aggres- 
siveness is also the result of consumerism, because the consumenst monoculture pits 
everybody against each other and makes them compete to survive The high school 
system, is designed to instill the consumenst value of competition-- the top 10% of the 
class gets into all the good colleges while the rest of them end up struggling for a shrink- 
ing number of positions in downsizing corporations, or they can work in the ever-increasinc 
number of |obs at grocery stores restaurants, and other retailers Hot coincidenially the " 
central theme of sports (the Preppy religion) happens to be competition.

•when the school bell tolls* 

i have had the good fortune to live in a community where alternative education is embraced and 
revered, i went to an "open* middle and high school; being in that kind of environment was the 
only thing that made school bearable fr me. 

the concept of open or alternative education isn't new, but it isn't all that common, either, i've spent 
countless hours trying to explain the philosophy which fuels this movement in education, still, a lot 
of ppl don't quite understand what i'm talking abt wnen i refer to an alternative school, it's really 
hard to encompass yr experiences into words, so here we go... 

i heard abt this alternative middle school when i was in the 5th grade and it sounded interesting, 
classes were taught in team-teaching style, learning was less textbook oriented and more 
manipulative, they focused on creativity, too, in addition to stressing core classes like science and 
social studies, i was encouraged to pursue music, art and writing and to dabble and expenment in 
new fields when selecting my classes, when describing my school then, ppl would ask if it was 
some school fr really smart kids, i would explain that it was just another option beyond regular 
public middle schools, but no one understood that, i teamed so much there which fueled me to 
explore myself and my strengths, i got to know my teachers as ppl and not as authority figures. 
they were concerned abt what i wanted to team and not solely on state-required curriculum. 

thus, i decided to continue in the alternative education strand and went through the heinous 
application process to get into community high school, community only enrolls 400 kids, as 
opposed to the 2,000+ that the main high schools house, if s still a pubic school but because of 
the more individualized teaming and teaching strategies, one has to apply and show their 
commitment to get in. applications were taken on a first-come-fjrst-serve basis (until 1996 when it 
got out ot control... ). when i was in the 8th grade and applying, the demand fr this school was 
insane, i waited in line (camping out on the front lawn of the school) fr 4 days, crazy, right? you're 
probably asking why it was so important to me to get into this school, most 8th graders don't give a 
damn abt their high school education, the opportunities that this school ottered amazed me, and i 
wanted so badly to be a part of this place where the student was so important, i didnt feel that i 
could get much benefit out of the regular high schools class sizes were kept down and classes 
were very english and writing oriented i had the option to create my own classes or take classes 
at the university of michigan if i was interested in courses which weren't offered at school, once 
again, the teachers didnt stop caring when the school day was over, i met some amazing friends 
and mentors in my teachers there, they encouraged me in all of my endeavors, in addition, the 
smaller atmosphere of the school provided me with the chance to not feel lost in my own school, 
the hierarchy of cliques had little impact on me. white groups of friends still existed, you were not 
assigned to a group based on what you looked like i never had a set group of mends that i hung 
out with; i was friends with ppl of all tastes and backgrounds. 

through my choices in my education, i have learned not to just take what i'm dealt if i'm dealt 
bullshit, no one was on my ass if i decided not to go to class— i went to class because i wanted to 
learn, i took responsibility fr my choices and took charge of my learning, i designed my own 
schedule based on what my interests were and as a result, became so active and invigorated in 
school, sure, it was only public high school, but i gained so much that i don't think most high 
schools can teach you. i wasn't treated as an identification number, i was treated as a human. 
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-what's up with this thing called a title? 

A couple of weeks ago I finally graduated high school. And with that, I left behind 4 ridfeulous 
years of my He. I've always known how stupid high school was, and it takes some peopte years to 
figure out how pointless high school is. Just because you were popular in high school doesn't 
mean anything once you get out, and just because you were a nerd in high school doesn't mean 
anything once you get out. 

My true hatred for high school has actually lessened. In the 10th grade, I was ready to drop out 
But I stayed, and I m actually glad I did, because high school is such a small part of my life I 
decided I'd just get it over with. My last year of high school was probably the easiest year of high 
school, and I had some real teachers that didn't seem like they wanted to get out of there as much 
as I did. But most schools and most kids don't have that luxury. I was lucky enough to go to one 
of these arty high schools that honestly are much less torturous than regular high school I went to 
a regular high school for one year, and it was pure hell. Too many people, football teams, teachers 
that don t give a shit who you are. But no matter if you go to an arty school or not, there are certain 
omnipresent forces in all high schools. 

In high school, learning is just second to your social life, whrch I find to be really pathetic And then 
of course, there k the administration and all of the completely ludicrous njtes they set upon us In 
my school district, they said that if you have 3 unexcused absences and are under 17 they coukj 
suspend your license for truancy.

So basically they are causing 
us to have unexcused absences. It's stupid shit like this that makes me hate school. Also, I had a 
true bathing for my principal. 

I went to the high school that was deemed the best in the county. So my principal of course had a 
big head about it, and was obsessed with us always looking like we were the best. During 
graduation rehearsal, he was screaming about how if anyone did something stupid up there he'd 
have you arrested. Just more little things that made me apathetic towards school. Near the end it 
just became this place I went to every day and didn't really do much of anything, and it didn't affect 
my life much. I've never had school spirit or any of that jazz, because school was honestly never 
that important to me. I'm pro-learning, but anti-high school in a lot of ways. I really love to learn, 
and that's why I am deciding to go to art school, so I can continue doing the things that I want to' 
do, without the stupid interference's of high school. People think that high school should be the 
best years of life. I think thafs pretty pathetic. I think it's after high school that you can really start 
living.

Establishment." How did we pay for it? For the last few we just put in an advertising 
centerfold with the business cards of a dozen of the cooler small local businesses in 
town. They'd pay us 10 or 20 bucks, we'd pass out 500 of their cards to the local 
youth, and it was a good deal tor both of us. For the first few issues we typed up a 
sponsor sheet with a front title that said, "Support your local high schools" and asked 
friends, neighbors, and local businesses to sponsor a local student press without 
going too far into what it was actually about If they asked we said, "a discussion aboi 
how to improve our education" which was completely true 1 00 percent After gatherin 
all the submissions, we'd print any of them that made sense and weren't repetitive, 
and would spend a few hours at Kinko's printing them up. How did we hand it out? In 
the lunchroom, table to table. A lew times it was confiscated, a few times we were 
carted down to the principal's office, but nothing came of it The Board of Education 
managed to pass a new lengthy set of ridiculous school laws regarding the 
"distribution of student publications." In the next issue we attacked their very laws and 
treatment of the paper, and all went smoothly. We passed out between 300 and 600 c 
each paper depending on our funding at the time - quite enough to penetrate a school 
of 1 000 and its administration. It would always make for a lively day at school - 
teachers would ask for the latest "Voice of Liberation." many classes would talk about 
the essays, students would be reprimanded for reading The Voice" in class, teachers 
would yell at the students telling them to put them away during dass. We touched 
upon as many issues as we could. There were always a few articles that stood out as 
more offensive, graphic, or attention-getting as the others, and of course the 
administration received calls and letters about these articles. "How can you let my 
children read this in your school," they moaned. Well, dear responsible parent, they're 
just learning. That's what school is tor, isnt it? A grand occasion indeed. Go for ill 

Hello again. By now 98 percent of society would have already labeled me and my 
essay into the "worthless teenage whiner* category and turned this page, while 
continuing to eat cheese doodles, go channel surfing, and set the of alarm clock for 
the commute the next morning.

DO I HAVE AN ASSIGNMENT FOR YOU!!! 

Welcome, kind reader, to Red Bank Regional High School. It's where I went to high 
school and chances are. it's very simitar to the high school near you. I was not very 
happy at this high school and 10 bucks says that you would not or did not enjoy high f 
school either. So after all the worthless assignments I received. I have decided to give 
other youth a couple of assignments that I consider to be much more enlightening, 
empowering, and of course, fun. So go on, give 'em a try. No report cards here. 

What happened at my school was not in any way difficult or expensive, and certainly a 
fine young model citizen like you could far transcend these two simple" school- 
improving actions. Most of these were done as a group with a few cool buddies, and 
what's most important is that you do them as well - whether you're in or out of school. 

1 . Banners. We went to the local fabric store, and bought 1 yards of the cheapest 
white material (grand total 5$). The first day of school was coming up soon so we took 
a big roll of masking tape and outlined the words, "Welcome Back to Jail." it was a bit 
of a nuisance but the banner ended up looking nearly professional in comparison to 
no tape at all. We painted inside the tape and hung it up to dry overnight 7:00 in the 
morning on the lawn in front of the school we had 6 of us holding up this banner for all 
the faculty, parents, students, (and of course nervous incoming frosh) to see. The first 
time we hung this, the principal went up in flames. But we kept our fine adult 
manners, reserved our right for free speech on school grounds, and displayed on eacr 
following return from school vacations without an interruption. And the students 
honked like crazy when they drove in and saw it For graduation we hung a banner 
that read "Free At Last" in the opposite bleachers and it got a louder ovation than any 
of the -before you stand fine young students ready for the future" speeches. The cops 
ran after the banner hanger there, handcuffed her before the entire crowd, arrested hei 
on 3 counts, and after numerous letters to the police, editorials in the local paper and 
hundreds of parents booing at their own police force, the charges were dropped ' I 
imagine your local police force would not be quite as brainless. Hoist those banners! 

2. Student Underground Papers. In our case, it began wfth a four page paper caiied 
The Voice of Liberation." (17x11 double sided) folded in half with two writers and 
two essays. Wrth each issue we got a few more writers, a few more pages, and by 
issue seven it was~16 pages with over 30 writers and a dozen artists. In meiast issue 
we were able to interview teachers about what really goes on in the school, what they 
think of "the system* and they said some pretty amazing things. Of course, 'they trustee 
us to keep them anonymous, except for the few with tenure. One english teacher < 
assiyned each student in the class to write an article for the paper. Many youth have 
ivery powerful things to say arid Ifiey don't even leaiize it How did we create it? We 
I tried to mix art with writing, not keep the font too small, and keep the more exciting J 
^ articles in the front and back to attract attention. The simpler and more down-to-earth 
I are oenerally the more effective for a high school audience. A title such as "What's 
I wfth School" always works better th an "Flaws in the Educational

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As the prolest progressed, a group of women decided to sit in 
front of me gale in a line with their arms linked. I forgot to 
mention the sheriffs in riot gear in a line In front of the front of 
the gate. At this point a large group of people, 1 5 or so, who 
had snuck around the gale through the forest burst out onto the 
road about 100 ft from the gate and proceeded to do a line 
dance. The sheriffs were heavily outnumbered and decided to 
stay at the gale. I they had chased the dancers I'm sure that 
the entire crowd would have taken the chance to rush up the 
road and inlo Headwaters. The dancers then began to create a 
massive road Nock with boulders and togs gathered from the 
side of the road. Backup for the outnumbered sheriffs started 
to arrive, but unfortunately for them they would have to go 
on > through Bie crowd to park their vehides. As the crowd realized 
Fit this, some people began to get out of the way, but others sal in 




resembling storm-troopers. At this cue, more people began to
